Cadets ‘Are Entertained. 


‘Last Saturday was a gala day for 
cadets who were royally entertained 1u 
this city by some of Lawrence’s most 
prominent citizens and from the time 
about 30 of the Annapolis academy 
they arrived at the north station on the 
12.25 p. m. train from Boston, till they 
made their departure in the early even- 
ing, it was one grand good time for 
them all. 

The affair which was a notable event 
in the social life of this city and which 
proved to ‘be one of the most pleasant 
events the cadets have enjoyed, was the 
outgrowth of an invitation tendered by 
Cadet Walter G. Diman and h's parenis 
of this city to a few of his classmates. 
Congressman Knox, ex-Mayor James 
H. Eaton and other prominent Citizens, 
became interested in the project of 
making the invitation a more general 
one, and as a result the entire company 
of cadets was invited to Lawrence. 

The boys who accepted the invitation 
left their training ship which recently 
arrived in (Boston, and were escorted to 
this city by George H. Diman, father of 
Cadet Diman, Hon. A. E. ‘Mack, and 
Joseph Shattuck. At the north station 
they were met by Congressman Knox 
and ex-Mayor Eaton and immediatel-’ 
aipon their arrival were escorted to the 
Franklin house which had been tastily 
decorated for the occasion with the 
stars and stripes, and streamers of yel- 


low and blue, the Annapolis academy 
colors. 
Throngs of spectators gazed with 


much interest at the squal of fine, man- 
ly looking young men who represented 
the north, south, east, and west of the 
Union. The boys made a most excel- 
lent appearance in their neat uniforms 
of dark blue and are all stalwart and 
gentlemanly young fellows of whom 
Uncle Sam may well feel proud. 

Previous to the banquet an informal 
reception was held in the spacious par- 
lors of the hotel and among the citizens 
who were present to greet the naval 
cadets and welcome them to this city, 
were the following: 

(Mayor James F. Leonard, Congres- 
man Wiiliam S. Knox, George H, Di- 
man, ex-Mayor James H. Eaton, Hon. 
R. H. Tewksbury, ex-Mayor Lewis P. 
Collins, Joseph Walworth, James In- 
gram, E. Frank Lewis, Joseph Shat- 
tuck, ex-Mayor A. E. Mack, Charles 
Kitchin, John N. Cole, Hon. A. B. 
Bruce, R. A. Hale, H. Bradford Lewis, 
Walter E. Parker, James Lanigan, Rev. 
BE. P. Tuller, Carroil Dame, William 
Forbes, ‘N. A. Holt, K. W. Moses, Jas. 
R. Simpson, Charles A. DeCourcy, Geo. 
BP. Seldon, Smith Burton, Jr., of Read- 
ing, 'W. M. Wood, Dr. G. C, Howard, 
M. B. Meserve, John A. Perkins, Mr. 
Scott of Providence, R. I., and Post- 
master Sydney H. Brigham. 

At 2 o'clock Cadet Diman was called 
upon to ‘‘take charge” and lining up his 
men, all filed to the banquet hall where, 
after prayer was offered by Rev. E. P. 
Tuller, a sumptuous repast was served 
in honor of the young visitors, The 
dining hall presented a very pretty ap- 
pearance, it being tastefully decorated 
with the national colors and with 
streamers of yellow and blue. which 
hung gracefully from the centre chan- 
delier to all sides of the room. 

His honor, Mayor Leonard presided 
and at the post-prandial exercises 
which-he opened with a few appropriate 
remarks, he called upon Congressman 
Knox, ex-Mayor Eaton, Cadet Wester- 
velt, and Cadet Diman, all of whom 
ably responded with brief remarks. 

Before introducing the speakers, His 
Honor, the ‘Mayor welcomed the boys 
individually and officially and told them 
that in them he recognized the future 
navy of the United States. In his in- 
teresting manner he closed by telling 
the little anecdote about Admiral '‘Sey- 
mour who once said: “Give me 50,900 
Yankee boys and I'll wipe China off @he 
earth!” ; 

Congressman Knox was the first 
speaker and amid a ringing applause he 
arose and opened his remarks by heart- 
ily joining with the mayor in welcom- 
ing the boys to this city. Continuing 
he praised Cadet Diman whom the boys 
say is all right, and speakine# of the ex- 
mayors and other “ex’s’’ about him, he 
told his interested listeners that if ever 
he became an “‘ex,”’ he hoped to leave 
behind him as good a record as these 
men had left behind them. Then after 
repeating. a Glen Forest story ‘which 
gave the boys a hearty laugh, he spoke 
of the beautiful Merrimack river and 
told the cadets that they could say they 
had seen the largest river in the world 
devoted to manufacture. 

“You are not anxious as to what your 
career shall be,” he continued, ‘‘your 
country wants you, your navy awaits 
you. Today we have got a navy such 
as was not thought of 25 or 30 years 
ago, therefore the question is how to 
get more men from Annapolis; where- 
as in the past harder and harder exam- 
inations were put on to restrict and 
keep out applicants for admission to the 
academy.” 

Mr, Knox next spoke of the North 
Atlantic Squadron, characterizing it as 
a collection of the finest type of vessels 
in the world, and of the many vessels 
which soon go into commission, and 
many others which are soon to be con- 
structed, ‘Think of the vessels being 
built!” he said. ‘We need the men to 
man them, we need the officers to com- 
mand them. You all know what you are 
to do; what you are to perform; and 
what is expected of you. It is summed 
up in one word ‘duty.’ This has led to 
great achelevements in the past. When 
the intrepid Lawrence. was carried be- 
neath on his ship mortally wounded, 
what was it prompted him, as he was 
breathing his last, to cry out to his 
men: ‘Don't give up the ship, boys!’ It 
was ‘Duty’ and it was ‘Duty’ that was 
uppermost in the minds of Perry, Far- 
ragut, Dewey and Sampson in all their 
conflicts.” 


“You have no right to reason whether 
the United States is right or wrong, 
but simply to perform your duty to 
your flag and to obey the President of 
the Union. Do your ‘Duty‘ and with 
great pleasure will you always feel that 
‘Peace, ‘Order’ and ‘justice’ shall exist 
wherever the flag may go.” 

Mr. Eaton was the second speaker 
and substantially he said: ‘Every true 
American citizen is not only fond of 
but proud of the navy of the United 
States. In the past, courage, endurance 
and patriotism have been displayed and 
Garing deeds have been performed by 
younger men than those who sit before 
me today. Paul Jones was but a mere 
youth—ailmost a boy—when he held on- 
to his ship till 300 of the 875 men on 
board were dead or wounded and then 
finally won the victory of that great 
battle, an account of which is written 
in every language on the globe. 

“Perry was but a young man when in 
the battle of Lake Erie, his ship hav- 
ing been destroyed, he went to another 
one in a row-boat with the flag of his 
country in his hand and with bullets 
flying all around him. 

“When the Albemarle, the Rebel ram 
was doing great damage to the North, 
it-was a young man about 21 years of 
age who with a small crew, volynteered 
at the risk of his life to attempt to des- 
troy her. Bold and fearless: he went 
forward and e’er he returned, she had 
found a watery grave. We are proud to 
say that the oldest of this. little crew 
lives but a very few miles from Law- 
rence. 

“The young men befort me are of this 
kind and I sincerely hope that when 
you get through at Annapolis each of 
you will be: given excellent positions, 
and that you will’ do great honor to 
your country. There is great work.for 
the Navy, for the great peace is to soon 


come in Cuba, Porto Rico and the Phif- 
ippines, and then our ships of war 
which you may command will be silent 
and you will go from island to island, 
bearing messages of peace and love. 
Then I hope, other islands will ask to 
come under the protecting wing of the 
United States, prompted by our justice 
to these other islands. Remember’ the 
words ‘Honor’ and ‘Justice,’ and do as 
Our Lord would have us do.” 


Cadet ‘Westerwelt of Texas was 
next called upon and after thanking all 
for inviting the boys to Lawrence, he 
told his entertainers.that he highly ap- 
preciated the attention shown and that 
in the future he and his companions 
would remember the trip to this city 
with fondest pleasure. He had always 
heard, he continued, of the great love 
which Massachusetts had for the’ Navy 
and that in the future if ever he should 
hear anything to the contrary, he would 
defend Massachusetts to his utmost. 
‘‘We shall always look witn fond pleas- 
ure,” he said, ‘to any call to Massa- 
chusetts where we have met so many 
friends.” ‘Before closing, he again 
thanked his hosts in behalf of all the 
guests. 


\A representative of Alabama was to 
address the assembly and it was not 
until after the mayor had introduced 
him, that it was found that he had 
not shown up. So owing to his absence 
Cadet Diman was asked to take his 
place. He responded to the call and in 
a very brief speech he thanked his fa- 
ther and friends for the kind way in 
which they had treated the cadets and 
then sat down amid the applause of 
“You're all right, Walter.” 


Dinner over the boys went immedi- 
ately on a special car to the Canoe club 
house where a sunlight dance was en- 
joyed. The hall was prettily decorated 
with the national colors, and a picture 
of Dewey, and music was furnished by 
the Columbian orchestra. The boys 
swung partners till about 6 o’clock, 
when they left for the station, the 
young ladies escorting them where they 
boarded the 6.30 train for Boston. Then 
in the evening they attended a recep- 
tion in Charlestown given by Admiral 
Sampson. 


At the club house the matrons were 
Mrs. George H. Diman, Mrs. Kirk W.

Merrimack River Scenery. 


Have you ever stopped to realize was 
what a truly magnificent work of the 
Creator is the Merrimack river with its 
beautiful landscape scenery, some of 
the rarest and grandest that nature 
affords, to be seen everywhere along the 
banks.of its course from the little’ rills 
and brooks and mountain torrents to 
the broad expanse where it empties 
into the Atlantic ocean. To say noth- 
ing of the inestimable amount of work 
it does for man in its journey to the 
sea, it presents scenes which if viewed 


under foreign skies would be _ pro- 
nounced most beautiful and wonder- 
ful. This is no exaggeration, It is 
superb and a grand specimen of the 
rich handiwork of Nature. 


Nowhere along its entire course is 
there an.example of imprefect scenery 
and this cannot be said even of the 
beautiful Hudson whose banks are 
magnificent néar West Point and the 
Palisades, but whose landscape aspect 
bécidmes less attractive as one nears 
the source of the river... The Merri- 
mack is beautiful everywhere as_ it 
Winds through the prettw valley, be- 
tween the hills of New Hampshire and 
Massachusetts. 


I once heard a New York drummer 
remark, after taking a morning ride 
from Lowell to Lawrence on the elec- 
trics, that he would not have missed 
the trip for anything, for he considered 
the scenery far superior to anything he 
had ever seen in his many travels 
through the East and West. ‘That was 
pretty good coming from one who lives 
so near the ‘Hudson river. 

But to drift farther down the busy 
stream. From ‘Haverhill to the sea 
are not only scenes of rarest beauty, 
but many points of interest from an 
historical standpoint. One can see tie 
bygone haunts of the Redskin and pass 
within a stone's throw of the spot 
where the immortal Washington stood 
upon the banks of this river and gazed 
upon its unchanged beauty. 


If you would have a day of real en- 
joyment“one..in..which..you..can.-drink 
in, to your heart’s content, some of the 
rarest. and most gorgeous spectacies 
that landscape scenery affords—take a 
trip from Lawrence to Haverhill on the 
electric cars and from there go by boat, 
on the steamer “Merrimack,” to Black 
Rocks, The down-river trip is ‘best 
made in the morning, while yet the 
surroundings are bathed in the bright 
rays of the early day sun and the re- 
turn should be made in the evening, 
when the water is calm and placid and 
the last red rays of the setting sun 
creep over the hilltops, as it slowly 
sinks into the cradle of the west. 


The boat is in fine condition this year 
and rides very smoothly. There is ev- 
ery prerequisite of comfe~’ and enjoy- 
ment on board the steamer and those in 
charge are most courteous and accom- 
odating. 

After leaving the wharf, the first 
place of interest is the ciub-house of the 
Havernill Boat club and then that or 
the Haverhill Country club. Hoth of 
these are on the left and but a few 
minutes ride from the pier. But a 
short distance afier you go through the 
Groveland draw-bridge, are, the Grove- 
land ‘Pines,’ on the right, where mirtan 
and merriment reign supreme all 
through the summer months an? whico 
are to ‘Haverhill what ‘Glen Forest” is 
to Lawrence.. On the left is the o.d 
“Hunting hill” where in years gone by 
twanged the bow of the Indian as_ he 
roamed through the woods in quest of 
game. But tne hunting days here are 
over, for the white man has built his 
home on the very spot where once ran 
the wild beast. 


A little further on and on the oppo- 
site bank of the river is Amesbury t'er- 
ry. ‘he road comes right duwn to 
waters edge and there spreads out intu 
a wide beacn. Here General George 
Washington once stvod wnen on his 
tour through New England and was 
ferried over the river to the north shore 
where, away in the distance, may be 
seen the house with tne red roof which 
he maue his stopping place. Not far 
from the ‘Pines’, but opposite, is the 
spot Where Whituier’s brook empties 
into the river and in this vicinity the 
steamer passes over “Dutch Gap” ma.e 
famous by Daniel Webster wno suc- 
ceeded in having it dredged for about 
half a mile. . 

Rocks bridge is passed on the left and 
nou tar trum it, but invisivle from tue 
boat, is a cemetery in which is the 
“Grave of the Countess,” as it is cal.e., 
Where sleeps Countess Frances De 
Vilia whose name, 1 ‘was informed, is 
linked with the history of the insurrec- 
tion on the Galapagos islands in the 
Pacific ocean. \Merrimackport may be 
seen near here and about a mile’ trom 
this point is Merrimack village. 

Then comes the old Rowell place 
whicn in the long ago was the ‘‘nalt- 
way ‘house.” It is interesting to look 
at, ‘but what a great change na& come 
about in these tew short years! You 
pass tne summer residence of E. 
Moody ‘Koynton, which is worthy of no- 
tice tor iis Owner was a candidate for 
Congress in the “green-back” days and 
is the inventor of the famous one track 
bicycle railway. 

Perhaps one of the most interesting 
points on the trip is the O.d Tide Mili’ 
won the Artichoke river. 1t is on the 
‘right, going down, where the ~ river 
empties into the Merrimack and you 
must keep a sharp lookout for it, for 
you come upon it almost unawares. 
‘The mill is visible in the distance above 
the old-fashioned dam. I was greatly 
interested in the story of the way the 
tide mill works and was told that in- 
dustry still thrives at this old work- 
shop. When the tide is low, the gates 
are opened and thus, as the water rises, 
it flows into the large pond and is al- 
lowed to do so until high tide; then the 
gates are closed and the water made to 
turn the mill wheel in its return to the 
Merrimack. 


One very picturesque scene which 
cannot escape your observations, is 
Mosley’s point which is on the right ani 
which is the beginning of an immense 
lot of land owned by the Mosleys. 
Perched high upon the cliff is the sum- 
mer residence-of Mr. Mosiey, Jr., which 
bears the name of the “Laurels.” A 
short distance from the house, stands a 
tall windmill and the entire scene pre- 
sented is magnificent with its rocky 
shore, high and abrupt cliff, and laurel 
and pine topped hills. As you round 
the point, the Mosley cagtle, owned by 
Mr. Mosley, Sr., comes into better view 
and althqugh it has the appearance of 
the granite building of the East, it is 
constructed of wood. In connection 
with the cliff, it is interesting to know 


a 


that here, sheltered by the overhanging 
branches of the trees, two eagles have 
their nest. The Mosleys, although 
probably not well known in this city, 
are in Boston where they are promi- 
nent bankers. 


The chain bridge is an object of in- 
terest ‘and the boat passes under this 
structure which, if you happen along 
when an electric is crossing it, you will 
observe to give unier weight of the ve- 
hicle. Very near the bridve is the 
camp of Harriet Prescott Spofford, on 
Deer island, and this is of especial in- 
terest for it was here that Harriet 
Beecher Stowe is said to have written 
part of “Uncle Tom’s Cabin.” 


In a few minutes after passing th's 
spot you Will observe a good sized isl- 
on the left. This is Carr at 
ep- 


for Congress. 
very pretty. its surface 
rocky in some parts while in others it 
is covered with trees an! a verdant 
growth of grass. The part where the 
house it situated rises well above the 
water and the dwelling looks very 
pretty shaded by many beautiful trees 
and looking down as it does upon an 
abundance of rose bushes and flower 
beds. The anpearanc- of *4e hous? is 
that of one-which is neglected and sad- 
ly in nee! of paint, but such is not the 
case, for it is so intended to look, by its 
owner who loves the rustic, antique 
appearance. 

Surprising as tt may seem, the entire 
island cost ‘Mr. Shepard but $1000, and 
it is said that at the present time he 
would not part with, it for several times 
that amount. The most prominent 
feature of the pretty tract of land over 
which Mr. Shepard is ‘‘monarch of a'l 
he surveys,” is he boat-house which is 


a beauty and is situated on the very 
water’s edge. 

Almost opposite this island is the 
Newburyport shipyard where at tne 


present time two large vessels are in 
process of construction. I gay large— 
well they are large to the ordinary per- 
son, but if you speak of them as such to 
the old Newburyporters they have a 
laugh all ready for you, although out of 
courtesy possibly they may conceal It. 
In the immediate vicinity will ‘be no- 
ticed a large field in the centre of which 
is a large and beautiful shade tree un- 
der whose spreading branches crowds 
take refuge from ‘the sun’s rays on a 
hot day. Many years ago—in the early 
part of 1800—this open stretch was @ 
busy workshop for large gangs of ship- 
builders and at that time some of the 
finest wooden vessels in the world wer? 
launched into the waters of the Merri- 
mck river from this yard. 

By tthis time you have nothing to 
breathe but the salt sea air and of this 
bracing atmosphere you can have all 
you want, free of charge, unless some 
enterprising monopolist has organized 
a trust within the past few days. Be- 
fore you, in ‘the distance is 
the vast expanse of the road 
Atlantic and as you draw near to 
Black Rueks, on the left may be seen 
“Ben. Butler’s Tooth-pick,” projecting 
high above the water and marking a 
dangerous place in the river. Ina few 
minutes you will steam up to the rocks 
and almost directly across the river 
lies Plum island. At Black Rocks, the 
Steamer Merrimack unloads and a day 
at Salisbury beach may be enjoyed. 

Returning by boat in the evening, the 
scenery will be more familiar and none 
the less beautiful and picturesque for 
the landscape will be lighted by the soft 
rays of the setting sun. 

The trip is one which if you have not 
taken you should not miss for it is a 
rare treat and if you have taken it. you 
should take it again for the sake of real 
enjoyment and the benefit to be derived 
from it. 

Conspicuous in many ‘ways are the 
banks of the Merrimack and every 
glance brings the tourist's eye upon 
some attraction in which Nature’s mar- 
velous embellishments are displayed. I 
have described but a few of the many 
beautiful features with which this re- 
gion has been so extravagantly en- 
dowed. One hardly realizes how im- 
posing the surroundings are until a trip 
is made down river and that is the only 
real way to enjoy them.

LAWRENCE. 


A POPULAR PASTOR. 


The recent laying of the corner stone 
for the new German Presbyterian 
church which is about to be construct- 
ed on East Haverhill street has brought 
to public notice a church which has 
had a remarkable growth, and a pastor 
whose career, ‘both here and in other 


fields of labor is one to be proud of. 
The story of the career of Rev. George 
C.Mueller, the pastor of the church, 
well iflustrates what perseverance, en- 
ergy and earnestness of purpose can ac- 
complish. 


(Mr. Mueller is a German, being a na- 
tive of Sinsheim, Baden, Germany, 
where he was born in 1859. He ré- 
ceived his elementary education at the 
place of his birth, graduating from the 
high school there. In July 1880 he came 
toAmerica. He entered the Presbyteri- 
an Seminary at Bloomfield, N. J., 
where. he prepared for the ministry, 
graduating in 1887. 

His first field of labor was at Cincin- 

nati, Ohio, where he was sent by th 
Presbyterian society as a city mission- 
ary. His success in that city was mark- 
ed. By his incessant labors hg soon 
gathered together a congregation of 
sufficient size to form a church; and 
within two years after his arrival in 
the city, he had laid the corner stone 
of a church building. 


After a little over two years of labor 
in Cincinnati, he was assigned pastor 
of the German Presbyterian church in 
this city in November 1889, 


The church here came into existence 
in 1872 when a number of German Prot- 
estants of the city decided to form a 
German church. Accordingly a Presby- 
terian society was formed with F. M. 
Vietor chairman, H, Bruckmann secre- 
tary and William ‘Weisner treasurer. 
Eliot chapel was rented, and the first 
sermcn was preached in German by 
Rev. Mr. Schwartz of Boston, June 23, 
1872. Three years later in 1875, land was 
purchased on East Haverhill street, 
and in the same year the meeting 
house erected thereon was dedicated’ by 


Rev, Dr. G. C. Seibert of New York. 
Since its foundation the growth of the 
church has been rapid, so much so, in 
fact that it was found necessary to en- 
large the meeting house in 1880. 


Such in brief is the history of the so- 
ciety prior to the advent of Mr. Mueller. 
Since his arrival the growth has been 
still going on, the same success attend- 
ing his work here as in Cincinnati, Dur- 
ing the eleven years of his pastorate 
here there have been over three hun- 
dred new members brought into the 
church. In 1892, three years after. the 
arrival of Mr. Mueller, the parsonage 
at 130 East Haverhill street was built, 
During this same year through the in- 
strumentality of the pastor, a men’s so- 
ciety was formed in the church. This is 
a society.of mutual aid and for Chris- 
tian culture. The organization give a 
benefit of $5 a week to the members 
who are sick; and lectures are given 
during the year by way of Christian 
education. Mr. Mueller is an indefati- 
gable worker. Besides doing his work 
as pastor which is no sinecure, and at- 
tending to the duties entailed by his 
connection with the various societies of 
the church and denomination—finding 
time meanwhile to devote to his family, 
for he has a wife and five children— 
he does the work of president and only 
professor of the German Parochial 
school, which it may be remarked, is 
a part of the organization of every 
German Presbyterian church. There are 
about 130 pupils in this school the ses- 
sions of which are held for one hour 
each day after the regular public school 
session. At this time Mr. Mueller in- 
structs the children in the German lan- 
guage. 

Mr. (Mueller’s labors have been s0 
successful that the congregation has 
outgrown the meeting house. The Sun- 
day school too has increased very rap- 
idly, there being at present about 320 
members. It was’ this remarkable 
growth and the prospect of still further 
advance that induced the society to 
vote last February to erect a new meet- 
ing house. The new building will be a 
two story structure, the main auditori- 
um of* which will accommodate about 
500 people. The outside is to be shingled 
and the interior will be finished in cy- 
press. The first story will contain the 
Sunday school and evning school rooms, 
the ladies’ parlor, kitchen .and toilet 
rooms. On the second floor Will be the 
auditorium, the pastor’s study and the 
gallery. , ci 

When the structire has been complet- 
ed the energetic pastor and his faith- 
ful followers will be able to continue 
their noble work under more favorable 
conditions,.and there is every prospect 
for a brilliant future.

From the Philippines 


A SOLDIER’S LETTER. 


Fred Griffin of this city, a well known 
South Side boy, and at one time con- 
nected with the Telegram, writes the 
following interesting letter from the Is- 
land of Panay: 

‘Laguan, Samar, May 65, 1900. 

You will notice that we have changed 
station again, being now with H. Co., 
since May 30, but we had a good warm 
scrap before we left Catarman. April 
30, we got word that we were going to 
be attacked but could hardly beliéve it 
for it-had been reported so many. times 
before. About quarter of 12 o’clock the 
night of'the 30th we were awakened by 
the sentries shooting, and immediatly 
everyone rushed out of the barracks, 
to their places along the trenches, walls 
and in the church. We stayed out about 
15 minutes, and as there was no more 
shooting went in. The sentry at the 
corner of the church was_ severely 
wounded just below the hip, the ball (a 
Mauser ball) passing directly through 
the leg,-grazing the bone. Just after 
midnight we were called out again and 
the captain decided to have us remain 
at our positions until morning and we 
proceeded to make ourselves as com- 
fortable as possible, in the chilling mist 
on the ground, Just before daylight (5 
o’clock) they opened on us at about 50 
yards and we replied vigorously. When 
it- got so that we could see, we discov- 
ered that they had intrenched them- 
selves on the north and south sides of 
us within 75 yards, all the trenches be- 
ing built during the night. If we 
weren’t surprised I don’t know why. 
Firing continued on both sides for a 
half hour and during that time I 
heard many a bullet singing around 
me. The captain, 1st sergeant, and 20 
men then*made a charge on the flank 
of the north trench and the way those 
niggers ran was a caution. At the wall 
we got some fine shots as they ran 
through an open place. 

The captain called back for 10 volun- 
teers and this was my chance, s0 we 
went over on the run and joined the 
Others. 'We then started for the south 
trenches along the dotted line on the 
map and when we got down there they 
only stopped to fire a few shots and 
started to run along the trenches trying 
to get out. The trenches were about 
2 1-2 feet wide and 3 feet deep and ir- 
regular, so that they could cross fire, 
We ran right upon the top of the dirt 
they had piled up and just pumped 
krags into them. It was at this trench 
that I probably saved the life of a fel- 
low named Noel, from Virginia; he 
says I saved his life and so do others, 

About half way down the trench a 
big black nigger with a big bolo? jump- 
ed out of the trenches and started for 
Noel; Noel fired hitting him in the side, 

‘but still he came on, and I ran up to 
iNoel and fired, hiting the nigger in 
the forehead and he fell back dead. The 
captain mentions it in his report to the 
major. Well, we cleaned that place out 
in short order and went back to look 
over the result, 

One hundred and six bodies 

trenches and 


were found in the 

enough on the outside to make 
157 in all, and the two. charges 
just occupied 22 minutes by the watch 
of the hospital steward. We captured 
three Remingtons, one Remington car- 
bine, two Mauserg and one Krag-Jor- 
gensen that they had captured from H 
company at Catubig, 200 rounds of 
Remington shells, 50 rounds of Mauser 
shells, and a belt and 100 rounds of 
Krak-shells, besides a large quantity 
of spears and bolos. ‘We might have 
captured prisoners but the ‘bayonet 
saved us from it. A fellow from North 
Adams was hit twice in the second 
charge, a Remington wound in the 
rightb ankle, severe, 
wound on his left thigh, slight. I think 
we were mighty lucky to have only two 
men wounded. 

We heard that there were 300 that left 
Bobon the night before and only 120 
returned, leaving 180 killed. I never saw 

such a sight in my life and I hope I 
may never see another one, They were 
just piled up in those trenches, some 
places four and five feet high, When 
we charged we just yelled in good 
American style and I wager we could 
be heard for miles. We left Catarman 
the morning of the 30th unmolested, al- 
though when the fellows who went to 
Calbayog with the wounded, were com- 
ing back, the insurgents fired at them 
from the beach at Catarman. 

If you could have seen those trenches 

I'll bet you would have said it was 
impossible for 30 men to dig them 
through the night, with only sticks and 
cocoanut shells for tools. I guess they 
intended to stay in the trenches for 
several days for they had bamboos full 
of water and ‘lots of rice, This city isa 
mighty fine place and well situated 
save for a few low hills quite near 
which might be a good place for insur- 
gent cannon. 

Our barracks are about 50 feet above 
the water of the bay, just in back of a 
stone wall that fronts the water. There 
is a long flight of stone steps leading 
from the side down to a little beach. 
The church adjoins the barracks on the 
opposite side while in the rear is a se- 
ries of stone walls with lookouts every 
little distance, really quite picturesque, 
and would remind you of pictures of 
old Spanish cities, especially since it 
has concrete roads, 

There is a steamer which runs_ be- 
tween here and Manila, consequently 
we will get our mail earlier than for- 
merly. 

The bulk of the insurgent forces ap- 
pears to be up in this northern part of 
Semar, and the headquarters are sup- 
posed to be at Bigo, eight miles up this 
river. ‘About 100 men ‘eft here this 
morning to be gone two days and I 
think likely they will attack Bigo be- 
fore returning. Major Gilmore is here 
now and said that the 48th (niggers) 
was coming to this island to reinforce 
us. There is certainly work for more 
men .here. For two weeks ‘before leav- 
ing Catarman .the men only got about 
one night in bed out of four and that’s 
pretty tough. The weather is fierce 
here now, but I‘ manage to keep cool 
enough by staying indvors during the 
warmest part of the day. 

The insurgents are burning ail the 
small towns and rice fields, thereby 
making the men join the army. I have 
not heard how the fighting is on Luzon 
but did hear that several thousand in- 
surgents had crossed. from Luzon to 
this island. This is going to be a regu- 
lar post now and we shall have a good 
opportunity for buying something to 
eat on the side. 

I imagine that these are fine days in 
the state, although a little muddy yet 

MN guess. I have a swell place for an 
office in the barracks, right on the 
ground floor and quite cool, strange to 
say. We heard from Corporal White 
who was wounded at Catubig and he 
is getting along nicely and expects to 
be with us very soon. I have a couple 
of fine bolos and some Remington 
shells as souvenirs of the fight at Cat- 
arman and hope I shall be able to keep 
them. - 

Major Gilman and 100 men (50 from 
F.) went across the river yesterday 
morning the 6th, and were ambushed 
about noon and had fighting till dark. 
Bolomen charged on them three times 
but were repulsed with severe loss. It 
was on a narrow trail with high grass 
on both sides, almost a hand to hand 
fight. Bayonets played a prominent 
part. The only casualty was one man 
from F., boloed in the left leg at the 
calf.

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News from the State House 


STATE HOUSE, July 17—The Great 
and General Court was finally pro- 
rogued tonight at 6.35 after a day that 
was a mixture of business and mock 
sessions. 

As the Telegram has several times 
predicted would be the case, Gov. Crane 
vetoed the bills appropriating $1,400,000 
for additional parks and boulevards in 
the Metropolitan District, and the 
mane refused to pass the bill over the 

o, 

Both the House and Senate accepted 
the report of the second conference 
committee on the bill to incorporate the 
New England Cotton Yarn Co., though 
the members of the House indulged in a 
still further debate on the subject. 

The amendment recommended by the 
committee was as follows: The hold- 
ers of said preferred stock shall be en- 
titled to receive out of the net profits 
of the corporation semi-annual divi- 
dends of three and one-half per centum, 
being at the rate of seven per centum 
per annum, which dividends shall be 
set apart or paid upon the common 
stock; said dividends on the preferred 
stock to be cumulative, but without in- 
terest on deferred payments. Holders 
of the said preferred stock shall be en- 
titled to all the privileges of common 
stockholders. 

The Cape Cod Canal bill also finally 
got through, after being amended by 
the conference committee so that the 
work is to be done by contract; the 
placing of these contracts is to be un- 
der the supervision of the joint board, 
consisting of the Railroad and Harbor 
& Land Commissioners. 

Gov. Crane saved the Legislature at 
least a week more by signing the Al- 
bany lease bill, 

In proroguing the two branches Sec- 
retary Olin stated that Gov. Crane has 
signed 479 acts, 108 resolves and has 
vetoed 9 measures. None of the latter 
were passed over his veto. 

‘During one of the waits in the House 
the members presented Speaker ‘Myers 
with a tall hall clock; Clerk Kimball 
received a mantel clock of exquisite 
workmanship, and Chaplain Waldron a 
pair of silver candelabra. 

The mock session was not as amusing 
as in other years, and the.absence of 
ex~Representative Hayes of 'Lowell was 
keenly felt. The onlyLawrence gentle- 
man to take part was Mr. Myles F. 
Jordan, who sang a song, he _ being 
present as the guest of Mr. Murphy. 

‘Mr. Buswell of Methuen finally suc- 
ceeded in getting through his bill for 
the reorganization of the State High- 
way Commission. 

Of the work of the Lawrence mem- 
bers it may be said that they were well 
in evidence on almost all matters of 
importance. Senator Currier was an 
active member of the committee on the 
judiciary, and had much hard work to 
perform early in the session. He was 
not often on his feet in the Senate, but 
when he arose he invariably had some- 
thing to say which was worth listening 
to. 

‘Mr. Frost was one of the busiest men 
in the House and one of the most suc- 
cessful in getting measures through. 
‘His bill for the free transportation of 
bicycles as baggage was thought to be 
a hopeless fight early in the session but 
his perseverance and hard work. pulled 
it through. 

Mr. Murphy was beaten on his Dill 
for the regulation and inspection of 
Chinese laundries, but he was largely 
responsible for the bill compelling the 
free transportation of letter carriers by 
street railway companies. 

Mr. Daly was recorded as a dissenter 
from the adverse reports of the labor 
committee on several bills which were 
in the interests of the workingmen and 
in several cases the House turned down 
the committee reports, but the substi- 
tuted bills were all killed in the Senate. 

Mr. Cloutier was’ absent from the 
House the greater part of the year ow- 
ing to sickness, but he returned and 
was recorded on the most important 
measures. 

Mr. Buswell of ‘Methuen has shown 
himself to be one of the ablest men in 
the Legislature, and he has been given 
charge of more matters for the commit- 
tee on ways and means than any other 
member except the chairman. As a 
rule he has had great success with the 
measures of which he had charge. 

Mr. Poor of North Andover has not 
addressed the House many times this 
session but has made a good record on 
those occasions when he did arise. He 
had charge of several important bills 
for the committee on roads and bridges. 

Altogether Lawrence and _ vicinity 
should be proud of this year’s delega- 
ticn.

The Tax Rate. 


The tax rate will be disappointing to 
many citizens who will find it very 
difficult to see how the slight increase 
in appropriation can swell the rate fifty 
cents on the thousand. While the rate 
has been fixed, we are unable at this 
time to give figures of the valuation, 
but it is understood that the assessment 
of property for the Centre district shows 
a serious loss from last year’s figures. 

We confess to being at a loss to un- 
derstand how this can be so. That the 
South district should lose somewhat in 
valitte seems very natural, but even 
then the loss means less than five cents 
on the thousand, which is much more 
than made up by the increase of almost 
$60,000 in the West district. 

It would take an increase of only 
another $60,000 to entirely make uj 
the increased appropriation of $2000, 
and leave the rate, the same as last 
year, and it has been many years since 
this sum or more has not been found in 
the Centre district. While there is yet 
time before the collector’s warrant is 
issued, we sincerely hope that the error 
which certainly must exist, will be dis. 
covered. 

The rate at $16 is as high as it ever 
should be; the fifty cent jumps in the 
tax rate are dangerous things to fool 
with. 


The Farmer’s Insurance. 


While the gossip of the street is busy 
with the cause of the many fires which 
have visited Andover during the past 
few weeks, it is a matter of equal. im- 
portance that the effect of such fires 
should also be considered. 

And it is a subject for very serious 
consideration. For a long time the gap 
between the farmer and the town 
dweller -has been widening, so far as 
protection from fire is concerned. More 
and more each year the improved water 
services and fire departments have 
made the thickly settled region better 
protected, while absolutely nothing 
has developed to care for the property 
of the farmer. His sole protection “has 
been the insurance policy which long 
came to him at the same rate enjoyed 
by his better protected fellow citizen. ° 

But the insurance companies have 
been busy classifying their risks, during 
the past few years, and the hazardous 
and poorly protected farm buildings 
have suffered very severely in the new 
rating which the fire losses showed they 
deserved. It will startle some of our 
readers to know that the dweller on 
Main street, Andover, pays $1.00 a 
$1000 per year for his insurance, while 
the farmer in the Holt district pays 
$4.00 a $1000 for his protection. And 
thé’ worst of it is that this enormous 
difference is proving to be not yet 
enough to cover the losses. 

Every farm building destroyed is one 
more bit of weight added to the far- 
mer’s insurance burden. It represents 
not alone the loss to the man who 
owned the building. It represents a 
constantly increasing distrust of every 
farm house in the neighborhood, from 
the insurance agents’ standpoint. 


If the fires have’ been incendiary, |’ 


there is a very vital need that the mis- 
creants should be caught and severely 
dealt with. If they have come from 
carelessness on the part of the owners, 
the different farmers’ associations have 
an important work to do, in educating 
their members to give to their property 
the same sort of care and cleanliness, 
which brings to special risks of other 
kinds, like mills and factories, lower 
rates of insurance. 


The Reporter’s Duty. 


The chronicling of news is not always 
a pleasant task. - There are many times, 
when a news item would better never 
have appeared, and then there are 
many other times when its appearance 
becomes a needful thing if the actual 
doings of a community are to be truth- 
fully recorded, and their lessons prop- 
erly taught. 

The Townsman local reporter seems 
to have performed one of those ques- 
tionable acts last week in recording a 
sin of omission on the part of the pub- 
lic works department. He saw an over- 
sight which might have brought great 
cost for damages to the town of And: 
over, He heard sharp comments upon 
the carelessness which allowed it to be, 
and there seemed to be good reason 
why the item concerning it should be 
published, It may not have done any 
good, but we are really inclined to 
think that the publicity will do a great 
deal to hake future sewer trenches 
better protected. 

There is never to be 


meant any 


animus in the columns of -an honest. 


newspaper ; there is always ‘a’ desire 
that every line published shall aid in 
the improvement of the community 
which the paper serves. The honest 
newspaper lives in the constant shadow 
of the words 
“To err is human 

to forgive divine ” 
It sometimes fails to heed the lesson 
these words would teach, but doesn’t 
the reader all. too often forget that 
such a thought could even exist ? 


MORE FIRES = 


Hand of a Firebug Suspected in the 
Destruction of the Bassett and 
Tucker Farm Buildings. 


Last Saturday afternoon the house 
and barn belonging to Fred Bassett in 
the Cape district was destroyed by tire. 
Since the distance from town is so great, 
no alarm of fire was given, as the. de- 
partment would have beef of little use 
upon its arrival. Neighbors succeeded 
in saying some of the household furnish- 
ings and farming implements, but the 
bulk of the property was destroyed. 

At the time of the fire Mr. Bassett 
was not at home. He had been baking 
beans in the kitchen stove, and wishing 
to come down town, he put a stick of 
wood on the fire, closing the stove up 
tight. The first intimation that he had 
ot the fire was when he returned home. 
Whether the tire caught from a defective 
chimney, an overheated stove, or was of 
incendiary origin, is a mystery. From 
later developments the iast named theory 
gains much credence. 

The house, which had been renovated 
recently, was uninsured, and it ise 
reckoned that the loss will reach at least 
$1500. Mr. Bassett moved his goods to 
a neighbor’s house, that of William H. 
‘Tucker. 

It was only the Sunday before that the 
barn on the Stover place, now owned by 
M. F. D’Arcy, was burned to the ground 
without much attempt to save it owing 
to the distance from town. The Bassett 
place is within a half a mile of this first 
tire. The cause of the fire at the D’Arcy 
property is not known but it is thought 
to have been incendiary and these later 
happenings seem to show that a fire-bug 
has been working in that neighborhood. 

At 12.25 o’clock Tuesday noon an 
alarm of fire came in from Box 37 on 
Salem street, near the residence of 
George C. Foster, and the department 
made a quick up-hill run over the two 
miles and a half or more to the scene of 
the fire at William H. Tucker’s farm in 
the. Holt district, almost within stone’s 
throw of the spot where the D’Arcy 
barn stood and not more than half a 
mile from the Bassett place. 

The fire was located in the barn which 
was stored full of the season’s crop of 
hay, about twenty-five tons, and the 
building was past saving when the hose 
truck arrived at 12.45. 

Neighbors and volunteers from town, 
who arrived on bicycles, assisted the 
family in removing the contents of the 
barn, tool-house, shed and_ house. 
Luckily the wind fanned the flames 
away from the house and they did not 
spread as rapidly as might have been ex- 
pected. 

The supply of water in the wells was 
soon exhausted so that when the engine 
arrived there was no water to be ob- 
tained. The firemen and volunteers 
quickly chopped holes in the roof of the 
shed connecting house and barn and 
pulled down a section, by this means 
preventing the flames from destroying 
the dwelling. Chemicals played an im- 
portant part in keeping the fire in check 
until the shed was down. 

The property destroyed consisted of a 
large barn, 42x50 feet in dimension, 
filled with twenty-five tons of english hay, 
a tool-house and portion of the wood- 
shed, connected, about sixty-eight feet 
long, valued at something like $2000 in 
all. One load of hay on the wagon was 
waiting to be unloaded in the barn and 
that was saved. 

About quarter past twelve the family 
and help were eating dinner, when 
Charles Adams, a hired man who had 
been in the barn feeding the horses, was 
heard to cry ‘fire.’ He had discovered 
smoke coming through a rear window 
and saw that a fire on the outside of the 
barn had been communicated to the hay 
which had pushed through cracks in the 
boarding. A volunteer was sent to the 
nearest fire alarm on Salem street and 
everything possible was done to check 
the fire and save property. Adams 
quickly hitched his team to the load of 
hay and managed to save that. All the 
stock with the exception of the horses 
were out at pasture and therefore were 
in no danger. Insurance on the house, 
shed and barn in the Merrimack Mutual 
amounted to $3000. The insurance on 
the barn and shed alone was $700. This 
is the second time that Mr. Tucker has 
been burned out. 

Opinion seems to be, that like the 
other fires in the vicinity, this one also 
was of incendiary origin and the police 
will make a thorough investigation. 
The fires on the 4th of July are known 
to have been incendiary, and it seems 
almost sure that these latter were also 
of this nature. The former were set 
down as due to the desire of some heed- 
less, reckless and indiscreet youths, to 
celebrate the national birthday, but now 
the theory is that they may have been 
the work of someone in Andover with a 
mania for fires. 

Chief Frye will devote considerable 
time to the investigation of these cases, 
and, with the co-operation of Assistant 
Fire Marshal Casey, it is expected that 
something of a definite nature will be 
done. 

The Caleb Abbot place in Stiles’ lane 
occupied by Fred Bassett, which was 
destroyed by fire, was the homestead of 
some locally historic people. It was the 
home of Caleb Abbot of Revolutionary 
fame, seven years a soldier, father of fif- 
teen children, Phoebe Abbot, mother of 
Daniel and Caleb Saunders. Judge Ab- 
bot was also born here and Clarissa 
Abbot the mother of city treasurer 
Poore of Lawrence. Capt. Valpey of 
ward 6, Lawrence, married another 
daughter of .the family.

| . Charles O. Hemenway. who has been 
keeping the Townsman weather record 
| for eleven years, says that Wednesday 
morning was the hottest he has any 
; knowledge of. At 4.30 A, M. the ther- 
mometer registered SO degrees and at 
6.45 A.M. it had gone up to 85. In 1802 
we had a longer stretch of hot weather, 
nine days, when the glass showed a tem- 
perature of over 00 degrees each day. 

During Sunday night the mercury be- 
gan to climb and kept digging all day 
Monday, Monday night, Tuesday during 
the day and night and up to the late af- 
ternoon Wednesday, 

The heat was felt most on Tuesday 
and through that night as searcely a 
breath stirred and houses, heated by the 
scorching sun throughout the day, had 
no opportunity to get cool before morn- 
ing. The thermometer reached 98 de- 
grees in the shade during the day in the’ 
vicinity of the Square and possibly went 
higher in other sections of the town. 
At night it had gone down to 84 degrees 
but was only 79 in the morning. Many 
people called Tuesday night the most un- 
comfortable one they ever experienced. 

Wednesday morning the glass regis- 
tered 102 degrees in the shade at one 
place near the Boston & Maine station 
and climbed to 118 in the sun at other 
places. Although the thermometer read 
94, 95, 96 or 97 degrees in many places on 
Monday the heat did not seem quite as 
excessive as in the two following days. 

On Wednesday noon came a refreshing 
shower of a few moments duration that 
seemed for awhile tc have made the at- 
mosphere more oppressive than ever, 
but along toward sundown a really fresh 
breeze sprang up from the west : 


the hot wave off to sea. 

People generally gave a sigh of relief. 
Those who slept of the lawn, in the 
hammock, sat on the porch or steps un- 
til the early morning hours Wednesday, 
or else lay tossing restlessly in a stifling 
room, went to bed to sleep a refreshing, 
healthful sleep, gaining strength for 
another day’s labors. 

Lucky it is that such hot weather lasts 
no longer.

MRS. NATHAN B, ABBOTT.

Mrs. Abbott was married January 5th, 
1842, and has lived in Andover ever 
since, with the exception of two years 
spent with her sons in Montreal.

Abbott’s 
active and honored life made him one of 
the ‘town’s foremost citizens, and the 
sweetness and cheerfulness of his wife 
made their home a place of rest and 
comfort for many a stranger and new- 
comer, As the young life camein with 
the two boys and two girls who were 
born to Mr. and Mrs. Abbott, the home 
took on the new charm of a centre for 
every sort of gaity and cheer.

GUARANTINE LAW DISOBBPYED. 


The only cases of diphtheria in this 
city now are in one house on South 
Broadway, where four persons are ill 
with the disease. 

There are several boarders at the 
house and Agent Smith of the board of 
health learned that they were goirg 
and coming at will, notwithstanding 
that the diphtheria patients were not 
properly quarantined. Agent Smith in- 
formed all parties at the house re- 
garding the board of health regula- 
tions and announced that he should 
shut the house up if the law were not 
obeyed. 

Complaint has been made that the 
agent's notification has not been heed- 
ed. He is investigating the matter. 


THE TAX RATE. 


For another year there will be no 
change in the tax rate, which will be 
$15.60 per thousand, the same as last 
year. 

This rate was announced by the board 
of assessors ‘Monday morning. 

There has been an increase -in_ the 
valuation of the city to the amount of 
$1,146,760. The valuation this year is 
$39, 795,872. Last year the valuation 
was $38,649,112. It is understood that 
the increase was general, but that the 
largest increases were in mill property. 

This year 16,375 polls were assessed, 
against 15,653 in 1899. The gain in polls 
this year, therefore is 722, 

It is estimated that the population of 
the city at present is 62,500. This fig- 
ure is based on the returns made by the 
assistant assessors regarding the num- 
ber of polls and can, of course, be re- 
garded only as an estimate.

WANTED HERE. 


The burglar captured in Providence, 
R. I, is the housebreaker who operated 
in this city with such success a few 
weeks ago. . 

The fellow gave the name of Joseph 
Grace and then admitted that Hamel is 
his real name., Joseph or Fred Hamel 
is well known to the local police and he 
was at once suspected when the de- 
seription of the man who made the 
thefts here was reported at the station 
house. 

A description of him was sent all 
over New England and the police feel 
confident that he would be rounded up 
sooner or later. In a day or two &fter 
the breaks here word was received from 
Haverhill that Hamel had been in that 
city but had suddenly departed. ‘Noth- 
ing more was heard of him until his ar- 
rest in Providence last Wednesday. He 
was caught in the house of Wallace 'R. 
Chandler of that city in the day time. 
The thefts in this city were made prin- 
cipally in the daytime, too, the thief 
showing exceptional boldness. If 
caught in a house by the occupants he 
would claim to be hungry and ask for 
something to eat or ask to be directed 
to a certain place, showing the utmost 
coolness and giving no outward sign of 
his guilty mission. 

Inspector Sheehan went to Providence 
Monday to have a talk with ‘Hamel, 
who, the police are convinced, can be 
connected with all the daylight robber- 
ies which were committed here a few 
weeks ago. After the Providence au- 
thorities are through with the prisoner, 
the local police will probably bring 
action against him. 

He is connected with the robbery at 
Wiedman’s on Belmont street, where a 
gold watch and chain, two gold rings 
and a revolver were stolen; to.the 
robbery at Whitehead’s on Manchester 
street, where two gold watches were 
stolen; to the Gornell robbery on Lake 
street, where a gold watch and cha'n 
were stolen; to the’theft of Tobin’s bi- 
eycle, afterwards recovered; and to 
the hold-up of 'Miss Estey on Blakelin 
street, at the point of a revolver. 

All these robberies were undoubtedly 
committed by the same man and the 
description is certainly that of Hamel. 

The fellow is only 20 years of age and 
has already served sentences in New 
Hampshire and (Massachusetts on sim- 
ilar charges. He is now wanted in 
Connecticut as well as several places in 
this state. 

Hamel was sentenced for house 
breaking in this city not long.ago, and 
his tactics then were so similar to those 
employed in the recent ‘breaks that 
from the first the police suspected he 
was the guilty party. 

Marshal O’SuJlivan received a_ tele- 
phone message from the Providence 
police Monday that ‘Hamel has admit- 
ted he committed the breaks in th's 
city. After serving his sentence in 
Rhode Island, he will be brought here 
for trial. The prospect is that Hame. 
will spend several years in jail.

The agents who were about town 
Saturday ‘soliciting orders for private 
letter boxes have: met with a decided 
check in their work. Friday, circulars 
signed by the Private Letter Box Sup- 
ply company were distributed through- 
out the town advertizing a private let- 
ter box which was offered on a lease of 
five years, for the moderate sum of 
twenty-five cents, or five cents per year, 
The boxes, however would not be leased 
for a term less than five years. The cir- 
cular stated that the next day the 
agents would be around soliciting or- 
ders and true to their word, the agents 
made their appearance Saturday morn- 
ing.. It seems that the agents in their 
endeavor to procure ‘orders represented 
that the private letter boxes were not 
only endorsed by the postoffice officials. 
but that the officials required them to 
be purchased. The >gents required the 
money for the boxes to be paid in ad- 
vance, giving themselves two weeks in 
which to deliver the boxes. There ap- 
peared to be fraud in the transactions, 
and upon the request of Rev. Nathan 
Bailey, Chief of Police Jones took the 
necessary steps to put a stop to it- It 
is understood that the agents are still 
permitted to solicit orders for the 
boxes, but they must not represent 
them as required by the postoffice de- 
partment nor shall they collect money 
until the boxes are delivered. A few 
of the boxes have been delivered. They 
are described as a very cheap article, 
however, It appears that something 
of this kind has been done in other 
towns and cities which have received 
free delivery. It is said that when 
‘Marblehead received free delivery, the 
place was flooded by circulars, and 
agents were sent around to solicit or- 
ders, but the boxes were never deliv- 
ered. Several hundred dollars ‘were 
taken from that town in this way. Sev- 
eral other places might be mentioned 
where the same thing has been done. 
It was the knowledge of this that led 
Mr. Bailey to request (Mr. Jones to put 
a stop to it here. Residents are at lib- 
erty to purchase the boxes if they wish 
to do so; but they are advised to find 
out what they are getting before they 
give the money to strangers..

Big Town Meetings. 


The mid-summer’s night town meet- 
ing was not a Shakesperian ‘“Mid-Sum- 


_mer ‘Night’s Dream,” but a grand gath- 


ering of the voting clans from all sec- 
tions of the old town, The voting 
strength included all classes and all 
conditions of men, old men and young, 
from the borders of (Middleton, the 
Bradford boundary, the Andover line, 


and the central village called by thé 


hill residents ‘‘Bobstown.” ‘“Hentown” 
also rounded up nearly all of its voters 
and Waverly Park residents had their 


‘share in the proceedings. All this was 


as it should be and town meetings of 
a special character should always be 
represented by ‘such an_ intelligent 
gathering. The town was interested and 
alive to the situation and the expression 
of its citizens was full and free on the 
questions upon which it desired to give 
instruction and advice. 

Under Art, 1, James C. Poor was 
unanimously chosen moderator, 

Art. 2. To see if the Town is in favor 
of having granted further Street Rail- 
way trackage privileges within this 
town to any Street Railway or Rail- 
ways on petition of George E, Hath- 
orn and others. 

Voted: That it is the sense of this 
meeting that privileges be granted to 
some company or companies. 

Art. 3. To see if the Town is in favor 
of having granted a location within 
this Town to the Andover and Reading 
Street Railway on petition of George E. 
Hathorn and others, 

James C. Poor caMed N. P. Frye to 
the chair and from the floor spoke in 
favor of the Andover and Reading and 
moved that it is the sense of this meet- 
ing that this company be granted a lo- 
cation from the Andover line to the 
Centre and then by some feasible route 
to Railroad, (Main, Sutton and Osgood 
streets to the Haverhill line. 

Amendment to this motion by John 
H. Sutton that if the company did not 
specify a particular location that the 
article be stricken from the warrant 
was fost, 101-60. 

The original motion was carried by a 
unanimous vote. Frank W. Frisbee 
made a strong plea for the new. road. 

Art. 4. To see if the Town is in favor 
of having granted an additional loca- 
tion within this Town to the Lowell, 
Lawrence and Haverhill Street Railway 
on petition of George E. Hathorn and 
others. 

Voted unanimously to strike this arti- 
cle from the warrant. 

Voted.to lay Art, 5 on the table and 
proceed with 2 

Art. 6. To see if the Town is in favor 
of having granted a location within the 
Town to the Lawrence and Salem 
Street Railway Company, on petition of 
Wm. H. Damren and others. 

Voted that. it is the sense of this 
meeting that the selectmen grant this 
company the location asked. The vote 
was unanimous, 

Voted to take ‘Art. 5 from the table. 

Art. 5. To see what location or loca- 
tions within the Town, if any, this 
Town favors for such grants ‘as shall 
have been. voted upon the preceding 
articles, on petition of George S. 
Hathorn and others. 

Voted to refer the matter to the se- 
lectmen with {full powers. 

Art. 7. To hear the report of the Se- 
lectmen on the matter of Street Light- 
ing and see what action the Town will 
take on the same, on petition of E. 8. 
Colby and others. 

Chairman Halliday reported for the 
‘board concerning a visit of the select- 
men to Methuen Saturday evening. 
That the naptha lights were represent- 
ed as satisfactory to the officials there 
for the streets. But for squares the 
arcs were rather preferred. On an in- 
dependent tour by the selectmen of this 
town, however, it was unanimously de- 
cided that in the condition the Me- 
thuen lights were in, with broken man- 
tles and some lights out entirely, others 
giving only a dim light, such a change 
would not be satisfactory in this town. 
The expenses were reported upon also, 
viz,, that the Globe Street Lighting Co. 
would be willing to place 100 of these 
lights in town and care for them at $24 
per light per year necessitating $2400 
expense. As the same was not avail- 
able at present, it was hardly deemed 
advisable to increase the appropriation. 

Voted that the present system be con- 
tinued until the next annual meeting. 

Art. 8 To see what action the Town 
will take to provide funds to pay over- 
draft in the Street Department. 

Figures and statements of the select- 
men and auditor show the following:

This overdraft excludes a legacy of 
$639.79 for last year for washouts, etc., 
authorized by fast years’ board of se- 
lectmen, 

In order to present an exact state- 
ment of account the selectmen request- 
ed and demanded of Highway Surveyor 
Stowers that all bills in these depart- 
ments against the town be presented, 
but he made no response and conse- 
quently they were forced to a consery- 
ative estimate. Undoubtedly this sum 
is too small, The surveyor was asked 
if he was prepared to state the condi- 
tion of his departments as to financial 
standing but he could not do so. He 
thought he was about square, He 
thought he had the right to spend the 
excise tax of street railroads estimated 
at $1600, in anticipation. The selectmen 
thought otherwise, Chairman Halliday 


said that tax was $1600 last year but 


that included a six mgnths’. bala 
before paid; it was virtually the: i 
for a year and a half instead of a year 
This year no one knew what it’was to 
be. It was not assessed until ‘November 
anyway. The accounts in any event 
were overdrawn on macadam and fr 
Streets by $149.21, even allowing the sur- 
veyor the $1000 excise tax. 

Mr. King could not see that there was 
any Overdraft by the’surveyor, accord. 
ing to the selectmen’s figutes and state- 
ments. 

Mr. Currier did not see if department 
managers could be allowed to spend 
money in this manner what use it was 
for the town to make appropriations in 
March, If a man could® e388 of the 
sum given him spend*“money hand- 
over-fist, as it were, where will he stop? 

Peter Holt wanted to know where the 
safety was for the town,)with such a 
man to manage affairs, If? we appropri- 
ate money tonight what assurance have 
we that every little while through the 
year that we wont have'other town 
meetings to keeep putting up money to 
be thrown away in the same manner. 

‘Mr. Osgood of the selectmen stated 
that there had been no disposition to 
interfere with the work of the depart- 
ment in any way, and the only ques- 
tion that presented itself was that in 
March certain sums were appropriated, 
and that when the limit of that sum 
was reached expending of money should 
stop, and the selectmen had no right 
to draw orders upon a vanished - ac- 
count. In the cases now before the town 
the limit had been over-reached consid- 
erably and we come to fay the case of 
the finances before you. The financial 
Policy of the town is shockingly bad 
and entirely wrong. The board was 
willing that the surveyor should spend 
every dollar to which he was entitled 
but. he -was running along so far ex- 
ceeding what they considered right that 
it was necessary to inform the voters 
that they might handle the case and 
provice or not as they pleased for the 
excesses. To countenance such proce- 
dure, however was bad precedent to es- 
tablish, Each department should be 
kept to the amount stipulated by the 
town at the annual meeting, unless that 
amount was legally increased by the 
voters, 

Mr. Frye offered the following mo- 
tion: That the selectmen be authorized 
to issue the town’s notes under the by- 
laws and hire money to an amount not 
exceeding $2200 to pay up the highway 
debts. 

This called forth violent opposition 
and was amended by George A. Rea, 
mene the sum $1700. It was defeated 

‘Mr. Bannon made a motion that the 
sum be $1900. Defeated. 

Mr. Frye moved for a dissolution of 
the meeting. Not carried. 

(Mr. Bannon made a motion fhat the 
sum be $1750, Defeated. He demanded 
the use of the check list for voting. The 
demand was refused by the house. He 
motioned for “yes” and “no” bailots. 
The house refused. 

Horace B. Foster moved that the se- 
lectmen be authorized to pay the sum 
already expended, and not one cent 
more, Motion defeated. 

The chairman said that 16 of the la- 
borers had sued the town for claims. 
Some one said let’em’ sue, and bring 
this condition of affairs to an end, 

Mr. Frye moved to dissolve the meet- 
ing, and Mr. Frye amended the motion 
to make it adjourn.
